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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on June 15, 2006 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The examiner's remarks as noted in the previous Office Action (Ex Parte Quayle, 
paragraphs 8 and 9, dated March 1, 2006) are fully incorporated by reference herein. 

Further regarding the newly cited reference to Imamura, U. S. Patent 5,995,343 (listed on 
the IDS filed on June 15, 2006), Imamura does not teach forming a portion defining a hole 
extending from a rear plane to a principle plane of the magnetic body, subsequently separating 
the magnetic body and the magnetic gap from the substrate, and forming a medium facing 
surface substantially coplanar with the principle plane. 

Accordingly, Claims 8 and 9 are allowed.
